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CHINESE VOTERS FAVOR MOSCONE AND FEINSTEIN

SAN FRANCISCO 一 State Sena- 
tor George Moscone easily gained 
arunoff spot in the race for mayor 
here by outdistamcing the field in 
the election last week，but his 
main competition in the Chinese 
community was SuperVvisor Dianne 
Peinstein and not Supervisor John 
Barbagelata，who finished second 
city-wide. 

According to unofficial results 
from eight Chinatown core area 
precincts，several of which have 
registered voters from the Nob Hill 
area，JMoscone edged Feinstein 
571-547 with Supervisor Barba- 
gelata far off the pace with 326. 
Citywide，Moscone and Barbage- 
lata finished one, two, with unoffi- 
cial totals of 区 ,672 and 49,842 
respectively， to gain the two run- 
off spots for the December 1]1 
election. Feinstein finished with 

39561I9: 
East/West gathered vote totals 
from 32 of the city's precincts. 
Besides the eight core Chinatown 
precincts, 卫 /W tabulated 16 vote 
， totals in polling places in the gen- 
eral area West of Chinatown to 
”Van Ness Avenue and north from 
Chinatown to Franciseco Street. 
.Only precincts designated by the 


registrar Of voters as needing spe- 
cial Chinese language assistance 
were included. Four precincts in 
the Inner Richmond and four in 
the Outer Richmond with the 
same criterion were also included. 
STRONGER 

The farther Moscone got away 
from Chinatown the stronger he 
became. In the residential area， 
excluding the core, Moscone wid- 
ened his lead over Feinstein to 
1135-910 with Barbagelata a dis- 
tant third with 631 votes. State 
Senator Milton Marks and Judge 
Jack Ertola were far behind with 
511 and 399 tallies. 

When Moscone got out into the 
Richmond district his gains be- 
came dramatie. Although he 
squeaked by in the Outer Rich- 
mond with 201 to 190 for Fein- 
stein， 168 for Mark@， 152 for 
Barbagelata and 121 for 了 rtola, in 
the Inner Richmond he devastated 
the field in four precincts with 
439 votes to 157 for Marks, 150 
for Barbagelata，145 for Feinstein 
and 121 for 也 rtola. 

The total for the 32 precincts 
shows Moscone?s strength. But 让 
also indicates that Feinstein's sup- 
port，or at least the support of the 
Chinese who voted forher, will be 
helpful to Moscone in next 


month's runoff election. The re-

What was outstanding about the 
results in the 32 precincts was that 
Freitas ran third in almost every 
one- It was Carol Silver，beaten 
by Ereitas _ citywide，60,080 to 
51,418，who garnered the China- 
town vote. She crushed the oppo- 
sition by winning 20 of the 32 
precincts and 2424 votes. Ferdon 
finished second among the Chinese 
with 10 precinct wins andq 1926 
votes，and Ereitas took only two 
precincts and 1730 tallies. Silver 
was dominant everywhere but the 
Chinatown core，where she was 
edged by Ferdon 433-380. 

In the sheriff's battle，Richard 
Hongisto overwhelmed his oppo- 
nents in the overall totals and in 
the 孔 /W precincts. If anything, his 
victory Was even more impressive 
in areas with a Chinese residential 
population. Like Moscone and Sil- 
Ver，Hongisto gained strength as 
he moved away from' the China- 
town core to polling places in the 
Richmond district，but he did run 
better in Chinatown than city- 
wide.

Barbagelata captures the anti- 
labor，anti-police Strike vote that 
Overwhelmingly passed 了 Proposi- 
tion B，which repealed the crafts 
pay formulas. In the city,，B passed 
with 131,216 yes votes and 63,- 
634 nays. This is a ratio of a littje 
more than two to one. 

In many of the Chinatown core 
precincts, the anti-B ratio was four 
and five to one. One dramatic ex- 
ample of how voters in one pre- 
cinct voted overwhelmingly for 
Moscone while they voted againast 
Proposition B, is the voting at the 
Portsmouth Square Garage: Mos- 
cone led 103 to 75 for Feinstein 
and 51 for Marks: But B passed 
easily，199 to 58. At Powell and 
dJackson streets，Moscone outdis- 
tanced Feinstein 92 to 51 with 
Barbagelata third with 47. The B- 
pass vote here was 183-38, almost 
5-1. 

During the next month，China- 
town，North Beach and the area 
west to Van Ness will most likely 
be a battleground. Moscone Work- 
ers Will try to convince the anti- 
labor voters that Moscone can be 
trusted to Keep union salaries at 
reasonable levels while Barbagelata 
will be trying to pin a union-flunky 
ljabel on Moscone. Unlike the Inner 
Richmond where Moscone Tan 
strong，these areas have over 50 
per cent of voters who did not 
vote for either Moscone or Barba- 
gelata in the last election. 


Ford' s China

To a question on whether his 
China trip will be shortened，the 
President replied,“For a long peri- 
od of time，we have had tentative 
plans to visit the People's Republie 
of China.

After the cabinet shake-up inWashington, reporters specu- 
lated that President Ford would cancel his trip to Peking. 
The delay of an official announcement from the White House 
on the ltinerary of the presidential journey, anq the sudden 
change-ofplan of the State Department advance party added 
fuel to the rumors.，However, both President Ford and Sec- 
Tetary 下 1ssimger have Said in press conferences that the trip 1s 
sll on. 

We Support any foreign journeys of the Presldent which 
may lead to peace and understanding. After decades of mis- 
trustand conflicts,theleaders of Washington and Peking have 
demonstrated their willingness to face mutual problems in a 
realistic and constructive way。 No doubt, the values and so- 
cial Systems of the two nations are vastly difterent， But so 
long as they could find some common ground on which to 
communicate, it is most unlikely that the twonations would 
be at war again. 


We urge President Ford to include the lssue of family re- 
unlion of Chinese Americans on the agenda of his meetimngs 
with the Chineseleaders. Both the Australians and Canadians 
have reached an understanding in thlis matter with the Chin- 
ese goveIrmnment. We fail to see why the American jeaders can- 
not Pursue andsucceed likewise，We urge concerned Chinese 
Ainerlicans to express thelr Views to thelr legislators in Wash- 
ington, to Secretary Kissinger and to the President，

and County of San Francisco for 
non-compliance with the 1975

Act. The 1975 Act states that 'vot-

and national in -scope”and that 
such discrimination is directly re- 
lated to _ unedual educational op- 
portunities and“continuing illiter- 
acy in the English language. 
“Although the Act specifically 
provides for multilingual voting 
and registration motices，forms， 
and ballots for citizens constitut- 
ing more than five per cent of eli- 
gible voters and who are membets 
of a language minority, the City of 
San Francisco .has persisted in 
flouting the law by reducing to a 
minimum the nuimber of requests 
for bilingual materials and Using a 
single language ballot. We believe 
this is a clear violation of our civil 
rights and constitutes only another 
instance of systematic and perva- 
sive discrimination against Asian 
and Spanish-speaking minorities， 
We urge that you and the federal 
coOurts ( 工 ) affirmatively register all 
language minority citizens for the 
December 1lth mayoral run-o 储 
election and all future elections;

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Senator 
Daniel Inouye of 了 awaii told a 
near capacity audience of approxi- 
mately 400 persons at Lone Moun- 
tain College last Friday night that 
Americans must be forever vigilant 
in an ongoing struggle and search 
for equality and democracy- 

The thrice-elected Hawaiian Sen- 
ator Was the third speaker in a 
nine-Speaker bicentennial series 
sponsored by the San Francisco 
Consortium-American Issues For- 
um on “Certain Unalienable 
了 Rights.?” 

RIGHTS 、， 

“Discrimnination in our country 
based on race has denied ostensi- 
bly unalienable rights to blacks, to 
American Indians，and also to 
those of Asian descent， said Inou- 
ye，citing discriminatory immigra- 
tion，voting，and land ownership 
laws as Specific examples of un- 
edqual treatment towards Asians. 
“When World War II exploded on 
December 7，1941，our govern- 
ment，for no good reason, legal or 
military，sent more than 100,000 
Americans of Japanese ancestry to 
concentration camps.”The consti- 
tutionality of this racist act, he re- 
flected，has still not been deter- 
mined by our highest court. It was 
only through the determined ef- 
forts of the Japanese American 
Citizens League and their support- 
ers，he continued, that Title II of 
the Internal Security Act- 一 estab- 
lished in the 1950s and sponsored 
by many ieading liberals- 一 was re- 
pealed in 1971 . 

Inouye， who :+ygained 5 
prominence for his outstanding 
work on the Watergate Commit- 
tee, spoke critically of illegal wire- 
tappin surveillance，and other 
unlawful actions uncovered during 
both the Watergate and ongoing 


CIA 再 oOwever， the articu- 
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late senator, who also serves as the 
Senate's assistant majority whip， 
questioned whetheremany Ameri- 
cans had really learned the lessons 
of Watergate. 
SENATE BILL 

Right now before Congress，he 
said，is_ administration-Sponsored 
Senate Bill 1 that would reorgan- 
ijize federal criminal laws and would 
threaten both individual liberties 
and open government. If enacted， 
the bill would make it a federal 
crime for journalists，politicians， 
piivate 'citizens and others to re- 


;7 lease any defensexsrelated informa- 


tiomrothersihanstheigoveriinents 
official version.“I cannot justify 
giving government the power to 
hidqe corruption，waste，mistakes， 
and_ criminal acts in the area of 
national defensey ;ard I cannot 
condone the governhment (having) 
the power to silence its eritics。 
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This last legacy of Nixon,”he said， 
“must be rejected.” 

In concluding his prepared 
speech，Inouye acknowledged his 
one-sided concentration upon the 
negative Jedger of our nation's 
history: “It stems from my con- 
cern that we might，in the desire 
to make our bicentennial celebra- 
tion a happy occasion, forget the 
need to Work at protecting liber- 
ty.” Reiterating his central theme， 
he said, “Let us recognize that 
hard work and vigilance are eVer 
the price of liberty. We must first 
secure our freedom at home be- 
fore we can be certain of our abil- 
进 y to export it.” 

NIXON 

In a question and answer period 
following his address，the Serious 
mood ofthe night was first broken 
when Inouye told the primarily 
white and Asian audience that he 
had no qualms should Richard 
Nixon decide to return to the po- 
litical arena 一 if that，he said，is 
what Californians want.“If we are 
of the liberal mind，then we 
should be consistent，we are the 
ones Who are always Saying re- 
habilitate . . . the criminal.”

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se John Korty, director of NBC-TV's upcoming “Farewell to Manza- 
nar,， has never been known as a _ conventional Hollywood director. 
His early filjms, such as“Crazy Quilt ”were Uncompromising“small?”， 
films that were popular with critics and a clique of filmgoers，but as 
the show business bible，Variety，might say, they were not boffo box 
office. 

攻 orty's TV work has been marked by the same professionalism，un- 
conventionality，and firm guidance. Korty Films announced last week 
that Paul Chihara, the internationally known composer，will be creat- 
ing the musical score for “Farewell to Manzanar.”“Serious compos- 
ers，” said Korty in the press release,“are rareljy used by the film and 
television industry, perhaps out of a fear that their talent exceeds their 
flexibility. In this case, however, I felt no other composer in America 
couid contribute the variety of eastern and western musical feeling 
that Paul Chihara has. We insisted on him, and eventually, the industry 
agreed.

TACHAI 

Of the many experimental and 
pilot projects, both industrial and 
agricultural，that Van S1yke' saw， 
he was particularly impressed with 
Tachai，a model for agricultural 
developiment for all of China. Over 
a period of 20 years，Tachai has 
been transformed from a barren 
area of rocky gullies to a highly 
efficient agricultural area，by 
means of terracing and the use of 
quarried rock. 

Van Slyke noted the fredqduent 
Substitution of labor for advanced 
products in many Chinese installa- 
tions, as, for example, in Huihsien， 
Where the towers of a chemical 
fertilizer plant were made of quar- 
ried granite to avoid the use of ex- 
pensive stainless steel. 

Commenting on the Chinese atti- 
tude toward the use of human la- 
bor for very arduous work，Van 
Slyke said,“They are Very Sensi- 
tive to what they perceive as 3 
Western tendency to condescen- 
sion on this subject. 

“They particularly donit like to 
see the use of large-scale human 
labor portrayed as one of the Signs 
of the 'ageless 也 ast. 

“They have a double attitude 
toward hard physical labor.

During the last 20 years，the 
island has developed rapidly.

wildlife. 

More than a dozen “butterfly 
farms” have been established in 
Taiwan to preserve and cultivate 
rare and high quality species.
